none "BURNING WORDS." 


For the benefit of the Virginia Chron- 


icle, Eureka Sentinel, nnd thosa other 
papers which took so ranch delight in 
copying Frank Pkley's articles on the 
Chinese question, we reproduce the an- 
tidote of the series, which we copy from 
the Argonaut of last Saturday, and wt> 
trust these "burning words" may not 
be without effect: 


An intelligent Democrat met the writer 


the other day, and with sly sarcasm 
asked whether he thought he could come 
around gracefully before election day 
and support the Republican ticket, and 
whether it would be an easy task to ex- 
plain away all his harsh utterances 
against the party leaders. Wo assured 
our Democratic office-holding 
friend 


from the South that if it became neces- 
sary, and the facts justified it, we 
thought it quite probable that our gen- 
ius would enable us to accomplish even 
that difficult exploit. The Republican 
party has had an honorable career. It 
lias accomplished patriotic results. It 
has leaders of intellectual capacity and 
great moral worth. It has a rank and 
file which embrace a majority of the best 
men of the nation, and it is destined to 
great future usefulness. 
It does not 


-drop to pieces when leaders desert and 
dishonor it; it does not dissolve when 
these leaders become strong enough to 
violate a great principle. It is not de- 
stroyed when thieves break through and 
•3te»L It is only disturbed, and not 
ruined, when vanity and ambition con- 
trol its councils, and when avarice, 
fraud, and accident obtaia control of the 
executive office. Its strength lies in its 
jeneral honesty of purpose, its high pa- 
triotism, its intelligence, and in its un- 
selfish devotion to the country, as em- 
bodied in the great, thinking, earnest 
ind honest mass of citizens who coot- 
pose its working force. 
Having saved 


the life of the nation, and preserved the 
union of States, it is not distrustful of 
it*.ability to successfully administer the 
government of the country. It achieved 
victory in the civil war in spite of the 
incapacity of its early military lenders, 
in spite of political blunders, and in 
spite of the thieves that swarmed around 
its armies, and the spies who endeavored 
to betray it. The Republican party out- 
lived the treason of Johnson, and the 
mistakes and crimes of Grant. It sur- 
vived Hayes, and it is possible that it 
may endure the accident of Arthur. 
The best servico that an honest man can 
render his party is to expose its crimes 
and blunders; to Attempt to correct its 
mistakes; to rebuke by outspoken words 
the efforts of its leaders to betray it, 
and to denounce with honest indigna- 
tion the attempts of those whom it has 
placed in authority whenever they en- 
deavor to depart from the guidance of 
the principles which underlie it.

Monday's Senate proceedings was the 
announcement by Plumb, of Kansas, 
that if he had been present last Friday 
he would have voted for the passage of 
the Chinese bill. This swells the num- 
ber of thorough-going and reliable Re. 
publican friends of the bill in the Sen- 
ate to teu. 


Green B. Kaura has lately intimated 


that he was a candidate for United 
States Senator from Illinois to succeed 
Davis, and Monday night the Feoria 
Transcript makes the authoritative an- 
nouncement of his candidacy. 


The admission of Lynch from Missis- 


sippi puts the flrtt colored man in the 
House who has been there for six years. 
Lynch w»s formerly a member of the 
House, and possesses fair ability. We 
-trust h* will not clip his own ears. 


The Indiana to be Wiped Out. 


Tha President h<w decided to put 


down the Indian outbreak in Arizona aa 
soon as possible, and kaa so expressed 
himself to the Secretary of War, who 
has been instructed to take prompt and 
vigorous measures to that end. Orders 
havo been issued for additional troops 
to proceed to the scene of the trouble, 
to aid the troops now there to prevent 
further violence and in bringing the 
hottiles to speedy justice. These rein- 
forcements will consist of the First In- 
fantry, now in Texas; the Fourth In- 
fantry, on the Union Pacific Railroad, 
in the Department of the Platte; the 
Third Cavalry, also in the Department 
of the Platte, and the Ninth Cavalry, in 
the Department of the Missouri. The 
President is earnest in the matter, and, 
in the words of a prominent army 
officer, intends to make a clean sweep. 
The probabilities are that the troops in 
Arizona and New Mexico will be united 
in one command, under a Brigadier 
General yet to be assigned to that duty. 


Arthur's Xewspnper Observations. 


The President remarked to a friend a 


day or two ago that he had just begun 
to real ize how virulent the newspapers 
can be in their denunciation and abuse 
of objectionable official acts or unsatis- 
factory measures adopted by 
JL Legis- 


lature. He had observed iu New York, 
for instance, how newspapers would op- 
pose and bitterly attack men and things 
they might happen to dislike or disap 
prove, but there always a few who 
would take the other side. His experi- 
ence recently is different. The papers 
of the Pacific Coast are unanimous in 
denouncing him because he vetoed the 
Anti-Chinese bill, and there are no ex- 
ceptions to the rule. 


The election in Carson for three 


TrusteesMonday passed off very quietly. 
The number of votes polled was very 
small, and but little interest was taken 
in the matter, there being no oppo- 
sition to the Republican candidates. 
The next Board of Trustees will com- 
prise Jacob Mnller, John G. Fox, R. 
V. Bollen and holdovers Benton and 


It is said that the fact that David 


Davis voted for the Chinese bill is an 
indication that it will certainly be 
signed by the President. There is little 
doubt that the counsel of Judge Davis 
has greater influence with the President 
tlian that of any other Senater. He 
voted against the other Chinese bill. 


The May public debt reduction dur- 


ing the past ten months of the fiscal 
year is about $120,000,000, or nearly 
doublo that of the corresponding months 
last year.

The Republican fathers in Ohio got 


together and tried to talk cheerfully on 
the local situation the other day, but 
the atmosphere was a good deal sat- 
urated with solemnity. The State Con- 
vention will be held early in Jane. 


A call has been issued in New Ham- 


pshire for a "People's" convention, to 
meet at Concord on the 2d of May, "to 
take such action as may be wise to se- 
cure the enforcement of the prohibitory 
and all other laws of the State." 


Democratic prospects in Pennsylva- 


nia are stated concisely by The Doyles- 
town Democrat when it says that: A 
very trifling thing is needed next fall 
for the Democrats to carry the State— 
only a little "horse sense." We hope 
they will look about them and pick up 
this desirable article. 


The 
Temperance 
Constitutional 


amendment has been defeated in the 
Connecticut House of Representatives. 
A two-thirds vote was needed to pass it. 
One hundred and fifteen votes were 
passed in its favor—ten short of the 
number required. Only fifteen votes 
were cast against it, but 119 members 
did not vote at all. 


The suggestion is made iu Ohio that 


ex-President Hayes be nominated for

necessary to elect a member in that 
way. 
The Colnmbas Journal indorses 


the suggestion as a capital one, and says 
that "the time is opportune for Hayes 
once more to lead the Republican host 
to victory." 


It is poetical justice that Pat Dow 


ling is again the Toledo Postmaster. 
Four years ago, notwithstanding his 
professions of devotion to the soldier 
and his desire to retain good men in 
office, the gentleman who was then 
President—Hayes was his name—re- 
moved Dowliug, through all the leading 
merchants of Toledo petitioned for his 
retention. 


The South Carolina Bourbon organs 


agree that it is impossible so to redis- 
trict that State as to make sure of alec- 
ting a solid Democratic delegation to 
Congress. The only difference of opin- 
ion seems to be as to the wisdom of 
convoking the Legislature and making 
the best gerrymander possible, or of re- 
sorting to the usual methods of carry- 
ing the State and Congressional elec- 
tions. 


The Republicans have a queer way of 


forming State and other conventions in 
Pennsylvania. Only ten of the sixty- 
seven counties, it is said, will chose 
delegates to the coming State conven- 
tion by representative county or distriet 
conventions, and iu fifty-five counties 
the committee appointed for a very dif- 
ferent purpose last year will name the 
delegates. Thus the machine takes 
power from the people.

yield of the great ore bearing vein or 
zone of limestone at Eureka, Nevada, as 
dereloped in 
the 
Albion-Eiohmond 


hearing before Chief Justice Leonard 
has been as followi: 


Commencing at the east boundary ~ 


the Jackson, where the walls of this 
«in approach each other, within a foot 
and extending westerly 4,500 feet, to 
east line of the Albion, known as line A 
C, dividing the Albion from the Bich- 
mond, the gross yield has been in round 
numbers $11,500,000, or an average of
